Subject :—Establishment of Regional Offices of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Department of Environ-, 
ment, Forests and Wildlife under Ministry of En¬ 
vironment and Forests. 

No. 37-3/85-FP.—Continuing deforestation has brought the 
country to the verge of ecological disaster. There is, therefore, 
great need to ensure that available forest resources are con¬ 
served maximally. Various steps in this regard have b.en com¬ 
municated to State Governments. Government of India have 
now decided that there is, need to set up Regional Cilices; oi 
the Government of India headed by a Chief Conservator of 
Forests (Central). Five such Regional Offices will be opened 
at Bangalore, Bhopal, Bhubneshwar, Lucknow and Shillong 
with a headquarters unit at New Delhi as pan of the Secre¬ 
tariat of the Department of Environment, Forests and Wild¬ 
life. 

2. The complement of staff sanctioned against each of the 
Regional Offices at Bhubneshwar, Bangalore, Shillong and 
Lucknow, Bhopal and the Headquarters unit at New Delhi sh,..i 
be given in Annexure 1. 

3. The role and functions of the offices of the Chief Con¬ 
servators of Forestry (Central) to be located in the five zones 
namely. South, East, North, North-East, and West shall be 
as given hereunder :— 

(i) To monitor and evaluate all ongoing forestry deve¬ 
lopment projects and schemes with specific emphas's 
on conservation of forests; 

(ii) To assist the States/Union Territory Governments 
in preparation of the proposals involving diversion 
of forest lands for non-forestry purposes under the 
provisions of the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 
for expeditious processing and disposal of such 
cases; 

(iii) To undertake physical inspection of sites in cases of 
diversion of forests involving an area of more than 
40.0 ha. 

(iv) To monitor the implementation of conditions and 
safeguards stipulated by the Central Government in 
proposals approved under the P'orest (Conservation) 
Act, 1980; 

(v) To assist the States and Union Territories in the pre¬ 
paration of management plans for working of ferertv 
under their control within the framework of guide¬ 
lines issued by the Central Government from time to 
time; 

(vi) To assist the States and Union Territories in stream¬ 
lining collection, collation, storage and retrieval of 
data covering all the facets of forests and forestry 
activities and to transmit such data to the Central 
Government /Central Data Processing Centre. 


4. The Headquarters Unit to be located at New Delhi wifi 
be responsible for supervision and coordination of all the acti¬ 
vities in relation to the functions assigned to the Regional 
Offices as enumerated above under the overall control of 
Secretary to Government of India in the Department of En¬ 
vironment, Forests and Wildlife and will be part of the 
Secretariat.
